The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III, do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I and II lack the same 
technical features because the punch and wind machine is can be controlled by a linear sensor 
that counts markings placed on the material and imparts a punching of the material based upon 
the counted markings irrespective of the winding on the mandrel. Similarly, the method of 
Group II does not have the same technical features as enumerated in the Group I inventive 
concept because the control of the punching and winding can be independently sensed and 
actuated without regard to the winding operation. Group III lacks the same technical feature as 
Group 1 because the wound core can be controlled manually and can be wound without 
dependence upon the winding angle and length.
